The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTion 1. 440.03 (13) of the statutes is renumbered
440.03(13) (a) and amended to read:

440.03(13) (a) The department may condut
investigationto determine whether an applicant for a cre
dentialissuedunder chs. 440 to 480 satisfies any of the
eligibility requirements specified for the credential,
includingwhether the applicant does not haveaamest
or conviction record. In conducting anvestigation
under this subsectiorparagraphthe department may
requirean applicant to provide any information that is
necessarnyfor the investigatioror,—for-the purposeof
obtaininginformationrelated-toexcept that, for an
investigationof an arrest or conviction record-of-appl-
cant;to-complete forms-provided-by the department of
justiceorthe federal bureau-of investigatidhe depart
mentshall comply with the requirements of pars. (b) and
(©).

(d) The department shall clgartheanapplicant any
fees,costs,or otherexpenses incurred in conducting the
anyinvestigation under this subsection or s. 440.26

440.03(13) (c) The department shall require an
applicantfor aprivate detective license or a private secu
rity permit under s. 440.26, and a person for whom the
departmentonducts an investigation under.{hj, to be
photographednd fingerprinted on 2 fingerprint cards,
eachbearing a complete set of the persdirigerprints.
The department of justice may submit tfiegerprint
cardsto the federal bureau of investigatifor the pur
poseof verifying the identity of the persons fingerprinted
andobtaining records of their criminal arrests aoa
victions.

SecTION 4. Nonstatutory provisions.

(1) The department of regulation and licensing may
using the procedure under section 227.24 ofthtites,
promulgatethe rules under section 440.03 (13) (b) of the
statutesas created by this act, for the period before per
manentrules become &fctive, but not to exceed the
periodauthorized under section 227.24 (1) (c) and (2) of
the statutes. Notwithstanding section 227(24(a), (2)
(b), and (3) of the statutes, the department is not required
to provide evidence that promulgating a rule urttiés
subsectioras an emegency rulds necessary for the pres
ervation of the public peaceealth, safetyor welfare and
is not required to provide a finding emegency for a
rule promulgated under this subsection.

SecTioN 5. Effective date.
